Councillor Gail Veno 
voiced her concern that 
some residents may not 
like having their garbage 
picked lip only every 
other week. 

“For the green carts I 
won’t probably have any¬ 
thing to go in them except 
in summertime, so I'm 
wondering how it will be 
received by other peo¬ 
ple.,” she said. 

But Ryckman thinks the 
green bins can serve as a 
complement to the black 
bins, taking some of the 
waste they would normal¬ 
ly take. 

“I think if people are 
recycling, those bins are 
big enough to handle a bi¬ 
weekly pickup," he said. 

Councillor Stan Neufeld 
agreed with Veno that 
some people have a lot of 
refuse in one week. 

“It is already a stretch, 
and to go to two weeks, I 
think that was the one 
concern,” he said. 

But as long as the com¬ 
mission has addressed 
those issues, he said he 
could support the pro¬ 
gram. 

One suggestion to allevi¬ 
ate a potential problem is, 
under the first offence, to 
offer a household an 
opportunity to pay for a 
second bin, rather than 
pay a fine. 

But as long as people 
understand the process, 
Ryckman doesn’t antici¬ 
pate a lot of complaints. 

“That’s why when we 
introduce (the bins), it’s 
imperitive that someone 
ride along on the truck 
and go door-to-door to 
explain what’s happen¬ 
ing," said Ryckman. 

“It’s going to take some 
public education to get 
everybody onside. 

Ryckman said Olds and 
Sundre residents bought 
into the program quite 
some time ago and every¬ 
thing is running “smoothly 
and strongly", and he 
expects the same to hap¬ 
pen in Didshury. 


Didsbury will look a lot 
greener this spring as the 
town jumps on board with 
other area municipalities 
to implement a new 
organic waste collection 
program . 

It’s an initiative long in 
the making, according to 
Mayor Dorothy Moore.

“We’ve been looking to 
do this for quite awhile," 
she said. 

“The green carts can 
actually take amazing 
things, like they will even 
take chicken bones, and 
twigs up to about the size 
of your little finger, and 
all sorts of things that you 
wouldn’t normally think 
about putting in compost¬ 
ing, and yet it will take 
away a lot of the house¬ 
hold waste.” 

Perhaps more impor¬ 
tantly, it will divert waste 
from the new regional 
landfill site, prolonging its 
life expectancy. 

Similar programs have 
been introduced in 
Sundre and Olds, to great 
success, according to 
Councillor Ernie 

Ryckman, who also sits 
on the Mountain View 
Waste Management 

Commission. 

An alternating pickup 
schedule will take the reg¬ 
ular black bins one week

The biggest problem 
those communities are 
experiencing is people 
putting things into the 
compost bins that they 
don’t accept. 

Again, Ryckman said 
good education is key. 

For the waste commis¬ 
sion CAO Neil Kivell, this 
is one step closer to 
improving residential 
recycling, which is some¬ 
thing he believes is 
extremely important to 
the future of the communi¬ 
ties in Mountain View 
County. 

He estimates 15 per cent 
of county residents recy¬ 
cle regularly, while anoth¬ 
er 15 per cent don’t recy¬ 
cle at all “no matter what 
you do.” 

The remainder will recy¬ 
cle if it’s convenient and 
this program is meant to 
provide that convenience. 

“That gives us 70 per 
cent of people to work 
on,” he said. 

An official policy is 
expected to be adopted at 
council’s next regular 
meeting Jan. 9, with green 
bin collection to begin in 
the spring.

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Dandelions dead but not gone 

New, easy to read pesticide policy under review

Dandelions that plagued Didsbury 
greenspaees (his summer may be 
dead and gone for the year, but issue 
is still very much alive. 

In response to the many com¬ 
plaints the Town received about the 
annoying weeds, administration has 
rewritten the pest management poli¬ 
cy to make it easier to understand, 
and therefore, easier to act on. 

“My understanding was that the 
dandelions weren’t under control 
because administration didn’t know 
how to deal with the policy that was 
in place," said Councillor Ernie 
Ryckman. 

“We ended up with a petition over it 
and so forth, and 1 just think we need 
something relatively simple so if 
administration feels it’s necessary to 
go out with pesticide control, some¬ 


thing like the dandelions, that they 
can do it without feeling that they’re 
going to get hit over the head."

Town CAO Roy Brown said that’s 
exactly what this new policy will do.

Brown took the old version to the 
management committee and asked 
them if they could interpret it, hut he 
said, “ even with the bright people we 
had around the table, none of us 
could understand it." 

“This is an attempt to bring it down 
so that everyone can understand it, 
and I think a policy should be easily 
understood by taxpayers and admin¬ 
istration, he said. 

Councillor Bob Davidson was not 
completely satisfied with the word¬ 
ing of the new outlined policy, saying 
some of the best parts of the old one 
were left out of the revised version. 

He has volunteered to sit down 
with administration to fix the new 
policy. 

It will then come back to council in 
January for first reading.
